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Hargrave Guarded In Hospital 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) - Lee 
Roy Hargrave Jr., a 21-year- 
old former nursing aide convict­ 
ed of murdering an elderly heart 
patient, remained under guard 
at a hospital here Wednesday 
night after an apparent suicide 
attempt. 


Hargrave was convicted of 
first degree murder Tuesday 
night by a circuit court jury in 
nearby Petersburg. The jury 
recommended 
life 
imprison­ 
ment, and the judge concurred. 


About an hour after the trial 
had ended, Hargrave apparent­ 
ly took an overdose of drugs. A 
deputy stepped fi“om the court­ 


house and said, “The boy has 
gone to pieces.” 


Hargrave, 
who still faces 
charges he gave lethal doses of 
a drug to five other elderly pa­ 
tients, was taken from t h e 
courthouse in a state of ^ock. 
The murder of which he was 
convicted was committed in the 
same way, the prosecution con­ 
tended. 


He was rushed to the Medical 
College of Virginia Hospital 
here Tuesday night, )^ere doc­ 
tors pumped his stomach. Har­ 
grave was listed in satisfactory 
condition.

Pulitzer Prize Winner

ANAHEIM - “Most artists, I 
think, would rather not be 
cured,” a PulitzCT Prize-win­ 
ning author whose topic was 
‘The Madness of Art” said here 
Wednesday to the nation’s psy­ 
chiatrists. 


Dr. Joseph Leon Edel deliv­ 
ered the “Benjamin Rush lec­ 
ture” at the 128th annual meet­ 
ing of the American Psychiatric 
Association (APA) at'the Ana­ 
heim Convention Center. 


The week-long convention so 
far has drawn 9,110 persons. 


Dr. Edel, now a professor oí 
English at the University of 
Hawaii, was awarded the Pu­ 
litzer for a five-volume biogra- 
hpy of Henry' James. Tiie lec­ 
ture he presented was named 
after Dr. Rush, the “father of 
American psycliiatry.” 


A r e n o w n e d scholar, Dr. 
Edel’s most recent work is a 
book, “The Modem Psychologi­ 
cal Novel.” 


“It. is not my Intention to 
suggest that the madness of art 
is an illness,” said Dr. Edel. He 
then described the melancholia, 
“the tristimanía,” the sadness 
so apparent in the works of 
authors, poets, painters, sculp­ 
tors and other creative persons. 


“Some able men of talent,' 
he said, “have discovered their 
demons and made friends with 
them.” 


Others have not, he said, not­ 
ing “the underlying sadness, 
even in poems of joy, poems of 
love.” 


Many artists, he said, are 
driven to accomplish what they 
have set out to create. “Yet 
creation is not always relief — 
it can also be the beginning of a 
new cycle,” he said. 


The creativity of the artistic 
person often is misunderstood 
by others. “To those who are 
not artists, this form of imagin- 


ing can seem madness,” said 
Dr. Edel. 


“Society has to learn to live 
with its nonconforming artists 


— nurse 
them, 
understand 
them, encourage them,” he 
said. 


In an earlier address, Dr. 


Bertram S. Brown, director of 
the National Institute of Mental 
Heidth, told the psychiatrists 
the future of their profession is 


bright, but to expect increasing 
competition from other profes­ 
sions in treating “the problems 
of living.”

Fight Still On To Get Women In Military Academies

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
fight to open the three U.S. 
military academies to women 
will be carried to the House 
floor but a congressman lead­ 
ing the effort says he’ll proba­ 
bly drop his bid to make 
women eligible for combat as 
■ well. 


Rep. Samuel S. Stratton, 
D-N.Y., lost the fight in the 
House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee on Tuesday but said he 
‘ can win in the fuH House. 


His amendment to eliminate 
the ban that keeps women out 
of the academies and certain 
m i l i t a r y duties, including 
combat, wds tabled by the 


committee 24 to 12. Stratton 
said that when he goes to the 
floor, he’ll probably drop the 
part about the combat. 


“People don’t want to see 
women on the battlefield,” 
Stratton said. “When people 
think of combat they think of 
women shooting rifles in fox­ 
holes and that is hard to 
visualize for some people.” 


He said he does not favor it 
himself and that under Army, 
Navy and Air Force defini­ 
tions of combat, the women 
wotild be Navy ship officers, 
pilot instructors and missile 
silo officers.

Neda said it was not a 
matter of sex discrimination 
but of studying the potential 
impact of the amendment. 


“I believe this will stimu­ 
late lawsuits to establish quo­ 
ta systems and affirmative 
action that may throw the

Md.,^and the Air Force Acad­ 
emy in Colorado. 


The Senate approved a bill 
m the last Congress to admit 
women to the academies but 
would have to approve a new 
bill for this Congress.
